They want time to consider the devel- 
opments of tho last four weeks before 
committing themselves to any line ot 
action. 


The former president is understood 


to have taken no definite attitude on 
the treaty yet, altho it can be stated 
that ho sees no difference 
between 


article II of the new treaty and ar- 
ticle X of tho much fot and finally 
defeated covenant except a difference 
in phraseology. 


The moral commitment Mr. Wilson 


and his friends believe is the same in 
both at tides. Mr. Wilson, however, 
has refrained from expressing to any 
of his supporters what he thinks ought 
to bo the Democratic policy.

"Organized labor," he said, "has al-
